To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  East  and 
AV  est  Molesey  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg*  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  tlie  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1907. 

MORTALITY. 

There  were  76  deaths  during*  the  year  including*  9 
“ residents  ” who  died  outside  the  District,  viz.,  1 at 
the  Brookwood  Asylum  and  8 at  the  Kingston  Work- 
house  Infirmary.  The  deaths  included  23  males  and  53 
females.  The  death-rate  was  11*81  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which  is  estimated  to  have  been  6,434  at  the 
middle  of  the  year.  The  average  death-rate  for  the 
previous  ten  years  was  12*86.  Amongst  the  causes  of 
death  4 were  due  to  Zymotic  Disease,  4 to  Influenza,  7 
to  Tubercular  Disease,  8 to  Cancer,  2 to  Bronchitis,  8 
to  Pneumonia,  and  .10  to  Heart  Disease. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Of  the  7 deaths  from  Tubercular  Uiseases  4 were 
of  Phthisis.  Sanitary  authorities  are  becoming-  more 
alive  to  the  importance  of  adopting  active  measures  for 
the  prevention  of  this  disease.  The  milcli  cows  of  this 
District  are  subject  to  regular  veterinary  inspection, 
and  those  found  to  be  tuberculous  no  longer  used  for 
the  supply  of  milk.  The  cowsheds  and  dairies  are 
inspected  and  kept  clean  and  care  taken  that  the  sani- 
tary conditions  are  good  and  that  there  is  no  contamina- 
tion by  sewer  gas. 

Medical  practitioners  in  attendance  upon  infected 
persons  invariably  point  out  to  them  and  their  friends  the 
methods  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading 
to  other  people,  e.g.,  “open  air,”  treatment  of  sputum, 
etc.  ; the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  is 
improving.  Upon  the  death  or  removal  of  a person 
suffering  from  Tubercular  disease,  the  rooms  lately 
inhabited  by  him  are  disinfected  by  the  Council  free 
of  cost. 

INQUESTS. 

Seven  Inquests  were  held ; the  verdicts  were — 2 
Suicide  during  unsound  mind,  Heart  failure,  Drowning, 
Wilful  murder,  Asphyxia  shock  accidently  drowned, 
Overloading  the  stomach  consequent  on  a weak  heart, 
Syncope  the  result  of  diarrhoea.  Three  of  the  above 
did  not  belong  to  the  district,  viz.,  one  suicide,  wilful 
murder,  and  one  accidentally  drowned. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  9 deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  of  50'84  per  1,000  births 
registered.  The  average  Infant  Mortality  for  the  pre- 
vious ten  years  was  11954. 

I commented  last  year  on  the  improvement  in  this 
death-rate  and  am  glad  to  note  it  has  been  maintained. 


ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 


There  were  4 deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz  , 
Whooping  Cough  1,  Typhoid  Fever  2,  Diarrhoea  1, 
The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  '62  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation. 


BIRTHS. 

There  were  143  births  registered  during  the  year, 
7 of  which  were  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  was  22' 22 
per  .1,000  of  the  population.  The  average  birth-rate  for 
the  previous  ten  years  was  25*69.  The  following  table 
compares  the  various  rates  for  England  and  Wales  with 
those  of  this  District:  —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  4S  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified. 
In  1906  there  were  31,  in  1905  there  were  35,  and  in 
1904  there  were  47. 

Diphtheria. — Six  cases  were  notified  and  occurred 
in  the  following  months — 2 in  May,  2 in  July,  1 in 
September  and  1 in  December.  No  connection  was 
traced  between  any  of  the  cases,  4 of  which  occurred  in 
East  Molesey  and  2 in  West  Molesey.  No  case  was 
fatal. 


Erysipelas . — Seven  cases  were  notified,  5 in  East 
Molesey  and  2 in  West  Molesev. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirty-one  cases  were  notified,  30 
in  East  Molesey  and  1 in  West  Molesey.  Tliey 
occurred  as  follows:  January  1,  March  1,  April  1, 
June  5,  July  2,  August  2,  October  6,  November  5, 
December  8.  The  disease  was  generally  of  a mild 
type  and  no  death  resulted. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — hour  cases  were 
notified,  3 in  East  Molesey  and  1 in  West  Molesey,  and 
a further  case  must  be  included  which  was  inadvertently 
removed  to  the  Kingston  Workhouse  Infirmary.  There 
seemed  to  be  a definite  common  cause  for  two  of  the 
cases,  food  in  all  probability  being  the  source  of  infec- 
tion. Two  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

No  cases  of  the  following  were  notified  : — Small- 
pox, Cholera,  Typhus  Fever,  Relapsing  Fever,  Con- 
tinued Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Plague. 

N ON-N OTIFI  ABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  several  small  outbreaks  of  Measles  but 
there  was  no  death  due  to  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  and  the  East 
Molesey  Infants’  Schools  were  closed  for  six  weeks  as 
a consequence.  There  was  one  death  from  this  disease. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Temporary  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Tolworth  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  admission  of  cases 
from  the  District.  In  all,  28  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital — 5 of  Diphtheria,  22  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  1 of  Typhoid  Fever.  One  case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  was  removed  to  the  London  Fever  Hospital. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Tlie  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  working*  of  the  Main  Sewers  and  Drainage 
Works  has  again  been  satisfactory.  The  number  of 
houses  connected  to  the  main  sewers  in  1907  was  13. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  AFFECTING  HEALTH. 

Many  insanitary  conditions  have  been  found  and 
most  of  them  remedied. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  is  ample  accommodation  for  the  time  being 
for  the  working  classes.  There  are  no  public  works  at 
present  in  progress  in  the  district  and  there  is  consider- 
able poverty  as  a result  amongst  a certain  section  of  the 
community.  As  invariably  happens  this  leads  to  in- 
sanitary conditions,  which  from  time  to  time  give 
anxiety  to  the  Council. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  MILKSHOPS,  BAKE- 
HOUSES AND  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  have  been  inspected.  As  a rule  they  are 
well  kept.  On  any  sanitary  requirements  being  pointed 
out  they  are  generally  at  once  remedied. 

SCHOOLS. 

Whooping  • Cough  was  the  cause  of  the  East 
Molesey  Infants'  Schools  being  closed  for  six  weeks. 

The  official  tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
are  appended ; also  those  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1901.
